to about .$20,000,000. 
They are not 


only for loss of properly, Imt unjust 
imprisonment and 
ill 
usage which 


Spain indicted upon the Americans. It 
is doubtful whether the American citi- 
zeus would have ever got anything 
like the full amount of their claims 
from Spain, and those having claims 
are no doubt well pleased that the 
United Slates assumes them. 
I recall 


the fact that about the time tho .Maine 
was blown up aud there was an uu- 
iiuencliablu 
demand 
for 
war 
with 


Spain a number of .statesmen in Wash- 
ington thought these unpaid claims of 
American eiii/.ens might well he made 
a basis of a. war. it was proposed to 
pass a resolution demanding Unit they 
be paid at once and if Spain demurred 
to send warships to seize Havana, 
'i'liis process was too slow to suit the. 
American 
people. 
The 
payment of 


these claims by Ilic United States, to- 
gether with ibe S20,OOU,000 paid lor 
the Philippines, indicates a generosity 
on the part'of the victor heretofore un- 
known among nations. 


"\Vher« IN Hour's Siieeehf 


Early in the session, even before ihe 


Christmas holidays, we were all given 
to understand that Senator Hoar in- 
tended to make the effort of his life In 
a speech upon the Philippines. 
AVe all 


understood that: lie was preparing it,. 
and 1 am confident from remarks that 
I have, heard relating to the work Ihe 
senator was doing that a great ileal of 
the speech was prepared, though it is 
not yel completed. 
Just why it has 


never been delivered is not (inile plain. 
Of course we all know that tho .Massa- 
chusetts senator gave a great deal of 
attention to the investigation aud hear- 
ings before the committee on privileges 
and elections regarding the election of 
Senator Clark of Montana. It is ;ilso 
true that other matters engrossed a 
large share of his attention, but at. this 
same.4ime the senior senator from tlio 
Bay Slate is not the man to allow any 
amount: of business to deler him from 
delivering a speech if lie is ready to 
discuss a question. 
In fact, several 


liuics when the Philippine ciueslion 
was under consideration iie infiinated 
that at some later time he intended Io 
speak at more Icnglli upon the whole 
subject of the Philippine acquisition. 
His spcecli has not been forthcoming, 
which lias caused some wonder. Pos- 
sibly before the general subject passes 
out of the hands of the senate for ihe 
session he will take occasion to make 
that speech. 


Life In Mniiihi. 


Aii interesting letter has been receiv- 


ed from the wife of an army otlicer o.C 
high rank Iu the Philippines. The lady 
is at -Manila and gives a gossipy ac- 
count of some of her experiences there. 
She says: 


"I_.lilid the general well as can be— 


aud everybody else that takes care of 
himself. 
We 
have 
good 
laundries, 


good water and good food, which is 
spoiled only in the cooking. The na- 
tives are :i tossy, ungrateful lot of peo- 
ple, and the more one sees of them 
the more one realizes the Spaniards 
understood how to treat them better 
than we do. I have not been outside 
of Manila, but 1 am told this plac* is 
the worst on the islands. 
The days 


are growing warmer, and I am told 
that it gets very hot in May. But when 
one lives In n climate like this one 
must live as near as possible as the 
natives do. I do not mean by this that 
we go around iu airy costumes that 
the native men and women wear on 
the street. Whatever you do must be 
ilouc in the early mornl'ig or late in 
the evening.

They are not 


only for Joss of property, but unjust 
imprisonment and ill usage 
which 


•Spain inflicted upon (lie Americans. It 
is doubtful whether. lUe American citi- 
zens would liavo -ever got anything 
like the full amount of their claims 
from Spain, and those having claims 
are no doubt well pleased that the 
United States assumes them. I recall 
the fact that about the time the Maine, 
was blown up and there was an im- 
queuchable demand 
for war 
with 


Bpaiu a number of statesmen in Wash- 
ugtou thought these .unpaid claims of 
American citizens might well be made 
a basis of .a war. 
H was proposed to 


pass a resolution demanding I hat they 


\)K paid at once and if Spain demurred 
to send warships tc seize Havana, 


id process was too slosv io suit the 


American people. 
The payment of 


these claims by the United States, to- 


thev with' the S'20,000,000 paid fur 


the Philippines, indicates a generosity 
on the part'of the victor heretofore un- 
known among nations. 


Where Is HUIII..'M Slle«'«h ! 


Early in the sessioa, uvcn before the 


Christmas holidays, we we're all given 
to understand that Senator Hoar in- 
tended to make the effort of his life In 
a speech upon the Philippines. \Ve all 
understood that he was preparing it, 
and I am confident from remarks that 
I have heard relating to the'work Hie 
senator was doing that a. great deal of 
thi! .speech was prepared, though it is 
not yet completed. Just why it has 
never been delivered is not <]iiilc plain. 
Of course we all know that the Massa- 
chusetts senator gave a great deal of 
attention to the investigation and hear- 
ings before the committee on privileges 
and elections regarding the election of 
.Senator Clark of Montana, it is also 
tru« that other matter.-; engrossed it 
large share of his altentitm, but at the 
same time the senior senator from the 
Bay State is riot the nmu to allow any 
amount of business to deter him from 
delivering a speech If lie is ready In 
discuss a. question, 
la fact, several 


limes when the Philippine question 
was under consideration lie intimated 
that at sonic later time he intended lo 
speak at more, length upon the whole 
subject of Hie Philippine acquisition. 
His speech has not been forthcoming, 
which has caused some wonder. Pos- 
sibly before the general subject passes 
out. of the hands of the senate for the 
session lie will take occasiou to make 
that speech. 


Life In Miuillu. 


An interesting letter has been receiv- 


ed from the wife of an army officer of 
high rank in. the Philippines. The lady 
is at Manila, and gives a gossipy ac- 
count of some of her experiences there. 
She says: 


"I tiud the general well as can be— 


and everybody else that takes care of 
himself.-"We have good laundries, 
good' 'water and good fond, whicli is 
spoiled only In the cooking. The na- 
tives are a lazy, ungrateful lot of peo- 
ple, and the more one sees of them 
the more one realizes the Spaniards 
understood how to treat them better 
than we do. I have not been outside 
of Manila, but I am told this placoMs 
the worst on the islands. The days 
are growing warmer, and 1 am told 
that it gets very hot iu May. But w'hen 
one lives in a climate like this one 
must live ns near as possible as the 
natives da. I do not mean liy tills that 
we go around iu airy costumes that 
the native men and women wear on 
the street. Whatever yon do must be 
ilouc in the early morning or late in 
the evening. 


"I have been entertained a good deal 


hero by Hie English i'csldcnls"aiid_the 


navy. The nrmy does not feoin to be 
doing anything. 


"The town Is full of rumshops, 


where our soldiers make themselves 
111 and then blame II on the climate. 


"The curfew lias been extended to 


10 o'clock so thai we can be oul r. Ill- 
tin laler. 


"Everybody has some sort of a trap 


here. 1 have a 'calesa' ami a Filipino 
boy who sits behind as a driver. One 
has to be careful how ono steps into 
it, for the chances are tin1 horse,will 
go up and you go down like a seesaw, 
the horses are so small. 


"Nothing is cheap hero any. more, 


which is all due to the generous meth- 
ods of Hie Americans. Wo would ruin 
11 sphinx, I believe. 
Where these pen- 


pie formerly worked for S-t 'Mex' a 
nionlli they waiit ?H, and you have lo 
keep a small army of them to do the 
work. They think we are made of 
money."

The true 
Boer despises cities noil towns. He Is, es- 
sentially, :i fanner and a hunter. While 
brusque and sxispiclous in manner toward 
strangers, his confidence once gained, he is 
hospitality itself.

for wealth, is satisfied with today, and 
trusts the future to God. He i", religious, 
with the stern spiritual fervor of the Cov- 
enanter. He reads little save the Bible* 
and this he thinks is sacredly obligatory.

He has no-amusements,and no diversons 


except in hunting.On Majubrt, day—tbe :iu- 
niversary o.' the battle in which the Eng- 
lish.were whipped—lie, with friends and 
neighbors, meets in celebration.

It is 
siinoly an occasion of quiet, triumphant 
thanksgiv'ng and a little patrioticoratory.

"Communion Day"—und camping 
out 


among tbe assembled brethren and sisters 
of the faith tbev oil joy for several days -a 
happy season of religious.ami social inter- 
course. His love of country Is intense, nnd 
splendid marksman that be is, she Gods in 
him a competent and ready defender. At 
the call to arms, every male capable of 
bearing them takes rifle and "horse and 
hurries to the rendezvous of his district. 
Their pastors meet with them and wiih 
prayers and Psalms tho farmer soldiers 
inarch to battle In defense of native land.
